Corridor Project, Michael Radamaeher said the material for the 
decorative edging on the sidewalks may be colored conerete with a stamp or scoring. 
Work on the project will probably begin in 2013. Michael followed up with the architect 
for locations of materials used for decorative edging but has not heard back. 

Jack Jones sent the letter of support for the Capital Square apartments to the AAB. 

Jack Jones talked about a variance High Rock Church was requesting. The work to move 
their meeting place would be prohibitively expensive to make a second floor room 
accessible. The varianee states that the chureh will aeeommodate anyone with a 
disability by moving rooms around. Barbara Cutler suggested inviting them to our 
meeting. Janice Dallas opposes the variance. 


Jack Jones discussed goals for the Commission in the eoming year. He said one goal will 
be to fully staff the Commission. Barbara Cutler suggested education, special Ed in 



regard to access should be included. Barbara Jones suggested inviting a department head 
to each meeting for better communication. Jack Jones will invite Carol Kowalski to our 
October meeting. 

Barbara Cutler and Barbara Jones announced their resignation effective November 2011 
when their terms expire.
